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PREFACE. 


Wuen I was entrusted by the Government, in the early part of the year 
1853, with the task of founding the Department of the Registrar-General 
of Victoria, so as to carry out the provisions of the then recently passed 
Registration Act of Births, Deaths, and Marriages (16 Victoria No. 26), I 
made it part of my duty to assimilate the nosological nomenclature for use in 
this Colony to that promulgated by. Dr. Farr for use in England. My object 
was primarily to promote, as far as possible, scientific accuracy in the returns 
of “Cause of Death,” and secondarily to secure uniformity of statistical 
practice both here and in England. Ten years have elapsed since then, and 
during that period Dr. Farr has made some important modifications in his 
arrangement of Disease and Death Tables. These modifications have from 
time to time been adopted by me, at the Central Office in Melbourne, in 
tabulating the causes of mortality throughout the Colony and the cases of 
sickness occurring in penal and charitable institutions ; but I now think it 
advisable to issue for more extended use a complete Nosological Index in 
accordance with the latest statistical improvements. This Index has been 
chiefly designed for the use of officers in my own department, but I am not 
without hope that it may also prove of some service to the medical profession 
of Victoria.

INSTRUCTIONS TO DEPUTY REGISTRARS, 


The accompanying Index has been compiled principally for the purpose of securing 
an accurate classification of the causes of death in the Colony, and Deputy Registrars are 
therefore enjoined to follow its guidance as closely as possible. . 


It must be borne in mind that every disease given as the cause of death has to 
be brought under one of the classes and orders detailed in page 8, and this should be kept 
in view when making enquiries from persons supplying information for registering deaths. 


The following examples will serve to illustrate the manner in which certain causes 
of death, now often too vaguely expressed, should be recorded. These might be easily 
multiplied, but the instances given will probably afford sufficient indication of the nature 
of the defects here pointed out. 


ABSCESS—Unspecified is very indefinite, the part where it existed should be stated; if in the groin, 
enquire if it was syphilitic. 


ANEURISM—Enquire of what vessel. 


CALCULI—These should be defined, and it ought to be mentioned whether in the kidney, bladder, - 
&c., and if an operation had been performed. 


CHEST, DISEASE OR INFLAMMATION OF—Is a highly objectionable return and by no means 
uncommon; enquire what organ was diseased. 


CONGESTION—Unspecified, is a very improper return; the part congested ought in all cases to be 
added. 


CONSUMPTION— Although generally understood to mean “ phthisis,” is not a good term; it would 
be much better to adopt the latter. 


DECLINE—Is even more objectionable than consumption, and ought in no case to be used. 


DISEASE—The part affected is sometimes known while the nature of the disease has not been ascer- 
tained ; in such circumstances “ Disease of” the part affected is properly applied. 


DROPSY—Undefined, is not sufficiently explicit ; it should be clearly stated whether it was abdominal 
dropsy (ascites), of the cellular membrane of the skin (anasarca), or other part. 


EFFUSION—This term is also liable to much error; if effusion of the brain, say whether of serum or 
blood, and whether the result of violence. 


FEVER—This term unqualified should as far as possible be avoided; the nature or character of the 
malady should be added. 


HAEMORRHAGE—Or bleeding, is extremely vague ; if it be from wounded arteries or veins it should 
be so stated. It is an error to suppose that bleeding from the lungs or other internal organs 
is like external hemorrhage from an opened blood vessel. Hemorrhage from the rupture of 
a blood vessel is rare, the blood exudes from the capillary system of internal organs. Death 
should be ascribed to the rupture of a blood vessel only when the rupture has been detected. 
In cases of females, care should be taken to ascertain whether the bleeding was uterine or 
what is commonly called “ flooding.” 


HEART, DISEASE OF—It would in all cases be desirable to obtain information as to the character 
of the disease, whether hypertrophy, atrophy, ossification, valvular disease, &c., &c. 


HERNIA AND RUPTURE—Are often used synonymously; the latter is an objectionable term, as 
it is used in two or three senses. By referring to the Index, the principal kinds of hernia will 
be learned ; they ought to be accurately distinguished. 
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INFILTRATION OF URINE—Enquire if caused by calculus (stone), stricture, violence, &c. 


INFLAMMATION—It is not uncommon to have this generic term given as a cause of death. It is 
scarcely more explanatory than the word disease, as very few diseases exist which are not 
inflammatory ; therefore in all cases it is highly objectionable, and the name of the part 
affected should be added. 


MALFORMATION—State the kind, whether cyanosis, spina bifida, imperforate anus, &c. 


MORTIFICATION, GANGRENE, NOMA—And the like, all require to be fully returned. If morti- 


fication occur after hernia, an operation, a blister, &c., it should be “hernia,” “mortification 
of the intestine,” &c. 


NATURAL CAUSES AND VISITATION OF GOD—Are frequently given as causes of sudden 
deaths without violence, and are extremely unsatisfactory, as the adjective to the former 
literally means nothing, and all deaths might be reduced to the latter cause. These terms 
are inadmissible, unless there be an absence of all other evidence. 


OLD AGH AND NATURAL DECAY—Are often improperly assigned as causes of death. As there 


is reason to believe that many of the diseases of the aged are not detected, such ambiguity 
ought as far as possible to be avoided. 


OPERATION—When death results from an operation, the name of the disease or cause for which it 
was undertaken, and the attendant circumstances, should be enquired into and stated. 


STRICTURE—Is sometimes used alone ; it should be stated whether of the intestines or urethra. 


TETANUS, IDIOPATHIC OR TRAUMATIC—Distinguish the kind; the former is of a specific 
character, the latter arises from wounds or external causes. 


WATER COMPLAINT—This and other equally absurd entries are met with occasionally ; more 


correct information ought to be elicited. Was it a urinary complaint, a dropsical complaint, 
&e. 


VIOLENT DEATHS. 


In registering deaths from violent causes, the enquiry should always be made 
whether they were accidental, suicidal, or homicidal, and as much information as 
possible respecting them should be obtained. The nature of the injury and where it 
occurred, as “on a railway,” “in a mine,” &c., should also be distinctly stated. The 
following examples will show the principal points to be enquired into :~
